Legal Holidays. 


The Legislature has established the fol- 


lowing ^is the legal holidays : 


Any day recommended by tiie Governor 


of this State, or by the President of the 
United States as a day of fasting or thanks- 
giving ; the 4th duy of July ; the 25th 
day of December; the 1st day of January, 
and the 22d day of February. 
When the 


4th day of July, or tbe 25th day of Decem- 
ber, or the 1st day of January, or the 22d 
day of February, occurs on Sunday, 
then 


the ensuing day (Monday) for all purposes 
relating to presenting and protesting, &c., 
bank paper made after the passage of this 
act, (March 18, 1865, ) is to be treated 
and regarded as Sunday, or in other words 
to be the legal holiday, and any such 
paper, &c., which falls due on any of the 
days thus set apart as holidays, is to become 
due and payable o.n the succeeding Tues- 
day. 
This law takes effect on the first day
